ANNIVERSARY OF THE BAPTIST GENER- 
AL TRACT SOCIETY. 

The Baptist General Tract Society held its Four- 

teenth Anniversary, at half past seven o’cleck, in Ol- 


iver street, New York, April 24, 1838. 
As neither the President nor Vice President was 


present, on motion, Stephen Chapin, President of Co- 
lumbien College, in the District of Columbia, was 
appointed Chairman, and John C. Murphy was di- 
rected to officiate as Secretary. 

Brother Wm. B. Johnson, of South Carolina, pray- 
ed; 1. M. Allen, the General Agent of the Society, 
read the Annual Report of the Board of Managers. 
To the report a large assembly listened with a deep 
and gratified attention. 

On motion of Brother Johnson, of South Carolina, 

Resolved, ‘That the Annual Report of the Board of 
Managers, and of the Treasurer, which have just 
been read, be accepted and published under the di- 
rection of the Board. 

The resolution was sustained by the mover, in a ve- 
ry able and instructive speech, and being seconded by 
brother C. G. Sommers, was passed unanimously. 

Brother Barnas Sears, of Newton Institution, Mass. 
presented the following resolution, viz. 

Resolved, That a most interesting and important 
field is now presented in Germany, for the diffribu- 
fion of Christian Tracts, which shall fully exhibit the 
truth of God in reference to the doctrines and ordi- 
nances of the gospel. 

Brother Sears sustained this resolution by a speech, 
in which he took a masterly view of the mission, and 
manifested the deepest interest in Germany, as a field 
promising the richest harvest to benevolent effort. 

The resolution was seconded by brother G. §&. 
Webb, of New Jersey, and unanimously passed. 

Brother Alfred Bennet, Agent of the Triennial 
Convention for Foreign Missions, presented the fol- 
lowing resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That the blessing-of God, which has rest- 
ed upon the cireulation of Tracts in Burmah, China, 
and other eastern nations, calls loudly upon us to aid 
the Baptist General Tract Society, in circulating the 
truth more widely in all lands. 

The resolution was seconded by brother J. B. Tay- 
lor, of Richmond, and passed unanimously. A col- 


lection of $69 27 was taken up for the Society. 
The Society went into an election of officers for the 


ensuing year, and the following persons were duly 


elected, viz.— ;

Ira M. Allen—General Agent. 
William W. Keen— Treasurer. 
William Ford--Secretary.

Reynolds, Rufus Bab- 
cock, Jr., Isaac Reed, C. B. Keyes, A. D. Gillett, 
William Shadrach, Wm. E. Garrett, Thos. P. Sher- 
borne, L. Knowles, Jr., Jacob Reed, R. Fenner, J: 
B. Trevor, John C. Davis, William S. Hansell, Wil- 
son Jewell, William Vandyke, and John Jones. 

While the votes weie being counted, it was announ- 
ced by the General Agent that an individual had 
agreed to give $100 to the Society, :f 19 other individ. 
uals could be found, during the year, who would sev- 
erally give the same amount. 

A meeting of the friends of the Society was called, 
to-morrow morning, at nine o'clock, in the Lecture 
room of the Oliver Street Meeting House. 

Thus closed a meeting ia which the friends of the 
Tract cause were much encouraged to work, not on- 
ly by the extent and promise of the field, which invi- 
ted their labor of love, but also by the blessing of 
God, which so evidently and mm such numerous instan- 
ces, has accompanied the work of their hands. 


Wednesday Morning, 9 o'clock. 

The members and friends of the Society met accor- 
ding to the request made last evening. Brother G. 
B. Ide, President, took the Chair, and I. M. Allen 
was appointed Secretary. Prayer by brother Wes- 
cott, of Stillwater, New York. 

The following resolutions were read by brother 
Babcock, who addressed the meeting, and urged their 
adoption. They were seconded by Professor Chase, 
and made the theme of remarks from brethren Wes- 
cott, Allen, Aldrich, and Eldridge. The resolutions 
were then severally read from the chair, and unani- 
mously adopted. 


1. Resolved, That the Tract cause is deserving of 
more attention, and of more enlarged and liberal ef-

2. Resolved, That it be earnestly recommended to 
the pastors of the churches, to bring this subject 
prominently before their people, at least once a year, 
and secure their aid for its advancement; thus ena- 
bling the Society to save the expense of special agents 
te advocate its claims. 

3. Resolved, That we reccommend to our brethren 
in the principal cities and large towns, to establish at 
their own expense Traci Depositories for the more 
convenient supply of their own vicinity. “

REPORT. 

The official proceedings of the Managers of the 
Baplist General Tract Society during the last 
fifteen months, are respectfully submitted in the 
following statement. 


The period since the presentation of our last 
report is considerably longer than usual, the time 
of holding the annual meeting of the Society 
having been altered, so as to bring it ina more 
favorable season of the year, and to connect it 
also with the anniversaries of other institutions 
engaged in promoting the same grand object. 

Our labors have been seriously affected by the 
general commercial distress of the country. Its 
paralyzing effects have been felt in every depart- 
ment of ouroperations. In most cases, we have 
found it exceedingly difficult, and in many utter- 
ly impracticable to collect our outstanding debts. 
Under these cireumstances, it is a matter of re- 
joicing, and it calls for our grateful acknowledg- 
ments, that by prudent management, the timely 
liberality of our friends, and the smiles of a mer- 
ciful Providence on our endeavors, we have been 
able to meet the most pressing demands against 
the Society, and to make some progress in the sa- 
ered work committed to our trust. 

In communicating the details of our labors, 
we will first direct our attention to the 

Publications, Printing, and Issues. 

For the réason already assigned, only three 
publications have been issued during the year, 
besides the completion of a new and enlarged 
edition of the Scripture Guide to Baptism, mak- 
ing the whole number on the Society’s list one 
hundred sixty-nine. These, with the exception 
of a few occasional tracts, are bound in twenty- 
eight volumes. 

Of the new publications, two are premium 
Tracts on the injurious influence of the Theatre : 
No. 155, by Stephen P. Hill of Baltimore, and 
No. 156, by William S. Plumer of Richmond.— 
A premium of fifty dollars each was awarded and 
paid by a benevolent individual of Columbus, 
Georgia. These treatises thus presented to the 
public, are directed against a wide spread, deep 
rooted, and alarming evil, and only need be read 
and circulated to effect much in its eradication. 


The premium of one hundred dollars, awarded 
to two tracts mentioned in the last report, on the 
Peace Speaking Blood of Christ, was offered by 
an esteemed brother, now a Missionary in China; 
and we are pleased to learn from him that one of 
the tracts is in a course of publication in the Chi- 
nese language. 

Two thousand copies of the Scripture Guide 
to Baptism have been printed fromthe new plates, 
and another edition of two thousand copies to 
meet an order from Kentucky, is in progress. 

Had nothing else been done during the year 
but to make the plates and publish from them an 
edition of this invaluable work, it would have 
been an act worthy of our labors, richly meriting 
the thanks and contributions of all the Baptists 
in the Union. Having long lamented the culpa- 
ble apathy of the churches in regard to a wide 
circulation of this treatise, we have been pleased 
to see a proposal in the New York Baptist Reg- 
ister, to supply every accessible family in the 
United States, with a copy of the work within a 
given period. The writer urges the proposition 
by the following considerations: 1. “The duty 
devolving on us to speak the whole truth. 2. 
The weighty responsibilities under which we 
stand as a denomination with reference to the 
Bible. 3. The Divine promise concerning the 
triumph of truth. 4. The ease with which it 
might be accomplished. ‘I would be very will- 
ing,” he adds, “to undertake for the supply of 
this town. Iam sure the Baptists in it would 
be willing to supply the funds. Is this visiona- 
ry ? if so, treat it accordingly. If not, take such 
measures respecting it as you may deem expe- 
dient.” 

In reply, the editor of the Register remarks : 
“ Our brethren will answer with us that the above 
proposition is by no means “ visionary,” but with 
practicable and desirable to

every Christian carefully to observe it. The neg- 
lect of 18 by thousands, and the perversion of it 
by millions, cannet be regarded by Jesus Christ 
with any other look than of frowning disapproba- 
tion. If we think he surveys it all with indiffer- 
ence, we depose him from his throne, and deny 
that “ He is of pureg eyes than to behold iniqui- 
ty.” We are ah at the violation of the 
Lord’s day, and think the judgments of Heaven 
are ready to be poured out upon us for the dese- 
cration; but we sadly err if we think that the 
perversion of this ordinance by professing Christ- 
ians awakens less displeasure in the Divine bo- 
som than the contempt cast upon the day com- 
memorative of the resurrection.”

In 
the removal of prejudice and error, in the incul- 
cation of sound morals and evangelical truth, and 
in awaking to holy action the slumbering ener- 
gies of God’s people, they have accomplished 
much. What ¢oi ion has been imparted by 
their humble instrumentality to the mourner, and 
to the dying—how many fears and doubts have 
been dissipated—how many glorious hopes of 
immortality inspired, and how many wanderers 
reclaimed to the right way of the Lord, can never 
be fully known.

“ The Lord bless you, dear brother, and all the 
brethren who have already rendered us so much 
assistance. ButI beg leave to stir up your minds 
by way of remembrance: We cannot do without 
you, and we feel confident you will do what you 
can. Multitudes around us are perishing in their 
ignorance and sins ; we havea way of access to 
them, we can tell them through our tracts, that 
there isa refuge for the guilty, the cross of Christ, 
and that all who believe on him have eternal life, 
and shall not enter into condemnation. I hope 
soon to have a number of young men connected 
with us who will carry the truth into the most 
distant parts of Protestant and Roman Catholic 
Germany. For all these we want your liberal aid ;

REPORT. 
Of the Executive Committee of the Congressional 
Temperance Society, February 27, 1838. 

This society was organized in 1833. The gentle- 
men who formed it, being friends, or members of the 
local societies in their own states, united to raise a 
standard here in this Capitol, which might be seen 
from every part of the Union. The number of names 
now attached to the constitution of the society, con- 
sisting of members of Congress, with the addition of 
some of the officers of the two houses, and of the 
government, is about one hundred. The sole and great 
design of the early and present members of the asso- 
ciation was and is, to unite their efforts to promote the 


and I trust the Baptist Tract Society will encour- 
age us in the prospect opening before us. Dear 
Brethren send over and help us !” 

In another letter he writes : 

“ Eighteen of my dear brethren are already en- 
gaged with me in Hamburg in the distribution of 
tracts. ‘They circulated during the Christmas 
holidays upwards of Shr thousand copies. The 
immediate neighborhood of Hamburg has a nu- 
merous population who all demand our attention. 
At Oldenburg the little Baptist interestis growing, 
and our brethren are active fellow laborers.— 
Through them our publications can be circulated 
in every direction in that dark region, and the ad- 
joining parts of Hanover and Eastfriesland. In 
Mecklenberg, where there are hardly any wit- 
nesses for fthe truth, I have one or two friends, 
who are ever ready to every good work. In 
Prussia, Russia, and onthe Rhine, as also in 
South Germany,and even in Switzerland, I stand 
connected with dear brethren who are anxious to 
co-operate with me in this work.” 

The Baptist church in Hamburg numbers fifty. 
One has been formed by brother Oncken at Olden- 
burg, and another in Berlin, the capital of Prus- 
sia. Of the latter he says: “ These brethren 
have already been supplied with a considerable 
number of tracts, especially on temperance, and 
will require our aid in future.” 

Brother Oncken informs us that his brethren in 
the church are all tract distributors, sustaining his 
hands and augmenting his usefulness. Thus it 
will be seen, that in Germany there is an ample 
field for the Society to occupy with the most en- 
couraging prospect of success. é 

The total amount of contributions received for 
the publication of Mrs. Judson’s Memoir in Ger- 
many under the superintendence of Mr. Oncken 
is $725 61. The amount paid including expenses, 
is $460 13, leaving a balance of $265 48 due.— 
The atnount received for the pnblication of tracts 
in Germany is $122 93, making in all the sum of 
$388 41, which with other sums that may be con- 
tributed will be transmitted to Germany without 
delay. 

We conclude this part of our report with an ex- 
tract of a recent letter from Mr. Oncken, dated 
March, 1838, in which he speaks of Mrs. Judson’s 
Memoir. 

“ We have also formed a Tract and Temper- 
ance Society.

Appreciating the power of example 1m all cases, and 
more especially, when sent by men occupying high of- 
ficial stations, assigned them by public confidence, 
they felt impelled by every consideration of duty to 
exert their personal influence, together with that ad- 
ditional influence which 1s inseparable from official 
character, in promoting the prosperity and welfare of 
those who had conferred upon them that official char- 
acter. They saw with deep concern with what de- 
structive fury the tornado of intemperance had swept 
over the land. They had seen their fellow country- 
men of all classes, from the honest and hardy laborer 
to the accomplished and erudite scholar, and the gifted 
and honoured statesman, fall victims to its power.— 
Private and public morals were poisoned and prostra- 
ted by its influence. Individual and public prosperi- 
ty was withered and blasted under its resistless con- 
trol. They saw, ina land abounding with all the ele- 
ments of personal thrift and national advancement, 
the existence of a cause, pervading all classes, of it® 
citizens, and extending throughout its length and 
breadth, which, if not arrested and mastered, would 
bring down upon that whole country ruin and dis- 
grace. 
To check the mighty evil, they resolved to associate 
and act. As has already been said, the means to be 
used were to be moral means alone. For the attain- 
ment of so desirable an object, all party and politica! 
considerations were, by common consent, to be left at 
the entrance into this voluotary and philanthropic as- 
sociation. Men of all parties in politics, of all sects 
in religion, men coming from all parts of the Union, 
laid by their politics, subdued their sectarian predi- 
lections, and forgot their local partialities, and united 
on one common ground, to sustain a cause whic!. they 
held identical withhumanity, benevolence, and patriot- 
ism. Temperance is the great moral common 0° 
which all men may meet, unite, and labor. The re 
sults and benefits of their labor is as common as the 
ground on which they meet, and as broad and exteo- 
sive as the regions from which they come. That this 
society has faithfully carried out the principle of non- 
interference with politics or sectarianism, is show® 
by the fact, that whilst from its origin it has embraced 
men of all parties in politics, and various opiolons 1° 
religion, yet the harmony of the society has not bees 
interrupted a moment by even suspicion that this fun- 
damental principle has been on any occasion depart:

NATURAL WONDERS. 

It is very surprising that two of the greatest 
natural curiosities in the world are within the 
United States, and scarcely known to the best in- 
formed of geographers and naturalists. One is.a 
beautiful waterfall in Franklin county, Georgia ; 
the other a stupendous precipice in Pendleton 
district, South Carolina. ‘They are both slightly 
mentioned in the late edition of Morse’s Geogra- 
phy ; but not as they deserve. The Tuccoa 
Falls are much higher than the falls of Niagara. 
The column of water is propelled beautifully over 
a perpendicular rock, and when the stream is full, 
it passes down without being broken. All the 
prismatic effect seen at Niagara illustrates the 
spray at Tuccoa. The Table Mountain in Pen- 
dieton county, South Carolina, is an awful preci- 
pice of nine hundred feet. Many persons reside 
within five, seven, or ten miles of this grand spec- 
tacle, who never had curiosity or taste enough to 
visit it. It is now however, occasionally visited 
by curious travellers, and sometimes men of sci- 
ence. Very few who have once casta glimpse 
in the almost boundless abyss can again exercise 
sufficient fortitude to approach the margin of the 
chasm. Almost every one in looking over, invol- 
untarily fails to the ground senseless, neverthe- 
less, and hopeless, and would inevitably be pre- 
cipitated and dashed to atoms, were it not for 
measures of caution and security, that have al- 
ways been deemed indispensable to a safe indul- 
gence of the curiosity of the visitor or the specta- 
tor. Butin a moment, eternity, as it were, Vive. 
sented to his astonished senses, and he is instant- 
ly . His system is no longer sub- 
ject to his volition or his reason, and he falls like 
amass of pure water.
